BIG VALUE

The startling figures also 
label the Northampton rail 
lines as the second worst 
area in the county for van¬ 
dalism and trespassing. 

Network Rail released the 
figures on Tuesday to high¬ 
light the dangers of electric¬ 
ity 

It follows a survey com¬ 
missioned by the company 
which showed only one 
third of parents discussed 
rail safety with their chil- 

Russell Spink, a spokes¬ 
man for Network Rail in 
the East Midlands, said 
the company’s community 
safety team had been work¬ 
ing hard in Northampton 
with young people and their 
parents to warn them of the 
dangers of the railway. 

He added: “Northampton 
is a particularly busy sta¬ 
tion and although children 
often think they are invin¬ 
cible, they certainly are 


not when they are hit by a 
125mph train. 

“Unfortunately it is usual 
that rail lines in a large 
town will become a hotspot 
for vandalism and trespass¬ 
ing, but we are working to 
reduce the number of inci¬ 
dents in Northampton. 

“We can’t say that it is 
only children however; there 
are adults in Northampton 
risking their lives who are 
old enough and wise enough 
to know better.” 

British Transport Police 
recorded 71 incidents of tres- 1 
pass and 31 of vandalism on 
Northamptonshire railways 
over the last 12 months, but 
believe the true figure is 
much higher as many inci¬ 
dents are in remote areas 
or at night and not seen by 
CCTV or railway staff. 

Alarmingly, there were 
also four incidents of laser 
pens being shone into train { 
drivers’ eyes and 13 reports 
of stones, bricks and other 4 
objects being thrown at' 
trains in the county 

Many reports of graffiti 
and objects being placed on 
the rail line were also re¬ 
corded last year.

ONE of the county’s best known 
brands has announced plans to 
expand in a bid to keep shoe mak¬ 
ing alive in Northamptonshire. 

Dr Martens is taking on new 
staff at its headquarters in Wol¬ 
laston to increase the amount of 
boots produced at the site. 

The company is currently ad¬ 
vertising vacancies for a shoe- 
room specialist, footwear pro¬ 
duction operatives, a warehouse 
operative and apprentices. 

In an advert for the vacancies, 


a spokesman for the company 
said: “In 2011, our small factory 
in Wollaston is ready to expand 
in size to make 70,000 pairs a 
year. 

“With this expansion comes 
the possibility of recruiting and 
training more workers, young 
and old, to keep shoe making in 
general, and Dr Martens know 
how in particular, alive in North¬ 
amptonshire.” 

It was in 1960 when the Griggs 
family began producing Dr Mar¬ 


tens in Wollaston at their factory 
in Cobbs Lane. 

Expansions followed, but in 
2000, jobs were lost when the 
company closed a clutch of small 
shoe factories as production was 
transferred to China. 

Dan Ward, landlord of the 
Cuckoo pub, in High Street, 
Wollaston, said: “We would defi¬ 
nitely welcome this expansion. 
Hopefully it will mean that more 
people will have money to spend 
in our pub.” 


Marie Shelton, from the Wol¬ 
laston Heritage Society, said: “We 
are extremely pleased to hear 
that Dr Martens is expanding in 
the village again. It’s great news 
for the village. 

Wollaston parish and borough 
councillor Eileen Higgins said:

Opposition vows 
to fight turbines 






RESIDENTS have 

vowed to continue to 
fight plans to construct 
15 giant wind turbines 
- each almost as tall as 
the Lift Tower - next to 
a beauty spot. 

Electricity firm Ecotric- 
ity has formally applied for 
permission to build the wind 
farm next to Salcey Forest. 

The proposal, submitted to 
Milton Keynes Council is to 
build the wind farm on land 
at Stoke Lodge Farm, in Purse 
Lane, Stoke Goldington. 

The plans were circulated 
to local residents and coun¬ 
cillors earlier this month, 
prompting concerns about 
the impact the turbines would 
have on the beauty spot. The 
application came as develop¬ 
ers also looked into the possi¬ 
bility of building a wind farm 
on land between Roade and 
Hartwell. 

A spokesman for the Save 
Our Salcey group opposing 
the plans said: “There will be 
15 turbines which are 400 foot 
high from the floor to the tip 
of the blade. Two of the tur¬ 
bines, I believe, are within a 
few hundred metres of the 
forest so anyone using the 


forest itself will be impacted 
by them. The area is covered 
in nationally recognised foot¬ 
paths and bridal paths and 
then there is also the impact 
it will have on wildlife. ” 

Councillor Michael Clarke 
{Con, Hackleton) said he had 
not seen detailed plans for 
either of the wind farms, but 
admitted he had concerns 
about the impact the develop¬ 
ment would have on Salcey 
Forest. 

He said: “Salcey Forest 
is the jewel in the crown of 
South Northamptonshire’s 
environment and is some¬ 
where we would not wish to 
have disturbed in any way.” 

The developers say the 
Stoke Heights Wind Park 
would provide enough energy 
for an estimated 25,386 homes 
in Milton Keynes. 

However, Andrea Leadsom, 
MP for South Northampton¬ 
shire, said she did not believe 
Northamptonshire was the 
best place for wind farms. She 
said: “I think Northampton¬ 
shire is one of the least windy 
places in the country.” 

A public meeting about the 
application will be held at 
8pm tonight in Stoke Golding¬ 
ton village hall.

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Police in hunt for 
cat killer suspect

A HUNT has been launched 
for a suspected cat-killer 
after three were found 
dead in one quiet North¬ 
ampton street following 
a spate of possible anti¬ 
freeze poisonings. 

The three cats have all died in 
Ermine Road, Rectory Farm, this 
month. 

Officers from Northamptonshire 
Police are investigating the deaths 
and have carried out house-to- 
house inquiries in Ermine Road, 
both to find clues and to warn cat 
owners to take extra care of their 
pets. 

A spokesman for the force said: 
“Since the start of July, there have 
been three reports of cats dying 
suddenly with similar symptoms 
in the Ermine Road area. 

“A vet has said the cause of death 
could have been from anti-freeze 
poisoning. 

“We don’t know for certain that 
somebody is killing them deliber¬ 
ately, but we would appeal for any¬ 
one who knows anything about the 
deaths to come forward.” 

Among the animals which have 
died in Ermine Road was five-year- 


old ginger cat, Troll, who belonged 
to Charlotte Cullinan and her fam¬ 
ily. 

She said: “We noticed he was con¬ 
vulsing, so we took him to the vets 
and four days later he had to be put 


down. 

“The vet said it could have been 
from anti-freeze poisoning, then 
a few days later, one of our neigh¬ 
bours told us one of their cats had 
to be put down because of the same 


thing. 

“We’ve also had quite a few peo¬ 
ple come up to us since then saying 
they’ve had the same problem.” 

Despite the police only officially 
investigating three deaths, Mrs 
Cullinan said she feared the actual 
number of cats which had been 
killed could be higher. 

She said: “We think somebody is 
going out to get them. 

“As well as those we know about, 
there are some cats which haven’t 
been seen in a few weeks. 

“I think the whole thing is terri¬ 
ble. My son was absolutely devas¬ 
tated when we told him what had 
happened to Troll, he just sobbed 
uncontrollably” 

The Ermine Road residents are 
now planning to hold a meeting at 
the Rectory Farm Community Cen¬ 
tre to make neighbours aware of 
the situation. 

They have also enlisted the help 
of the RSPCA and their local coun¬ 
ty councillor, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Ecton Brook), to 
spread the warning. 

The police have asked anyone 
who knows how the cats may have 
died to contact them on 03000 
111222.

Council has 
its lights on 



cillor David Mackintosh {Con, 
Ecton Brook ) defended leaving on 
the lights at the front of the build¬ 
ing. 

He said: “The town centre is 
used by quite a lot of people at 
night, so we’ve decided to leave 
on all the lights in the centre of 
town for community safety.” 

He did however admit the au¬ 
thority would have to look again 
at their floodlit empty car park. 

The council had to make a swift 
u-turn on the lighting policy last 
week when Northamptonshire 
Police raised concerns about two 
paths across the Racecourse hav¬ 
ing all their lights switched off. 

After talking with the police, 
the council agreed to put the 
park’s lights back on. 


THE LEADERS of North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil have been accused of 
double standards for leav¬ 
ing their headquarters 
floodlit while switching off 
thousands of street lights 
across the county. 

As part of controversial plans 
to save £2 million, the council is 
currently switching off half the 
county’s 66,000 street lights. 

But both the authority’s head¬ 
quarters at County Hall in George 
Row, Northampton and their staff 
car park in nearby Angel Street 
remain floodlit at night. 

The council has argued the 
lights need to be left on for ‘com¬ 
munity safety’, but the leader 
of the opposition at County 
Hall, Councillor Brendan | 
Glynane {Lib Dem, Delapre ) 
said the lights sent out the 
wrong message to residents. 

He said: “People are really 
upset about half the county’s 
lights going off, so at least I 
half the lights on County Hall 
should go too. 

“It makes you wonder 
whether they ever actually 
stand in front of a mirror and 
look at themselves. To me it 1 
just reeks of double standards. 

“They should go away and 
have a long, hard think about it 
and realise they should be tak¬ 
ing the pain of this switch-off 
with everybody else. 

“I know they’re saying they’re I 
there for security, but where’s 
the security for the people in 
sheltered housing complexes, 
who are having half their lights 
switched off?” 

Over the weekend, the front of 
County Hall was illuminated by 


five 

large white lights dur¬ 
ing the night. The empty staff car 
park at the back of the building 
was also lit up by several flood¬ 
lights.

Campaign to 
save cockerel 


REGULARS at a village pub 
have launched a campaign 
to save a neighbouring 
cockerel, after its owner 
was served with a noise 
abatement notice by the 
local council. 

Our sister paper the Chronicle 
& Echo reported last week how 
Cockadoodle Welch, which lives 
in High Street, Potterspury, with 
12 hens and its owner Carl Welch, 
had been told by South North¬ 
amptonshire Council to go and 
crow somewhere else, after some 
neighbours complained he was 
waking them up in the morning. 

Mature student Mr Welch, aged 
49, said his prized pet - which 
even has its own Facebook page 


- now faced having to live with 
other birds in Lincolnshire. 

But Cockadoodle’s local pub, 
the aptly-named Cock Inn, in Pot¬ 
terspury, has launched an online 
campaign to save the rooster. 

It has also set up a petition call¬ 
ing for the council to back down 
in its demands and it has already 
attracted more than 50 signa¬ 
tures. 

Landlord of The Cock Inn, 
Brian Dummer, said: “What do 
people expect when living in the 
countryside? We didn’t move 
here to hear the sound of traffic 
or trains. It’s wildlife you expect 
and a cockerel is, as far as I know, 
‘wildlife’. 

“I was born and brought up in 
the country and it’s nice to hear 


the sounds of the animals and 
birds. The pub is only about 100 
yards away from Carl’s bird and 
I’m not bothered. 

“I think now, since all this has 
come to light, my regulars are go¬ 
ing to try to save old Cockadoodle 
Welch, and good luck to them.” 

A spokesman for South North¬ 
amptonshire Council said last 
week Cockadoodle Welch’s crow¬ 
ing had attracted complaints from 
two of Mr Welch’s neighbours, 
and a total of 50 recordings made 
in the area over the course of a 
week showed he crowed constant¬ 
ly between 6.40am and 7.30am. 

Mr Welch has been served with 
a noise abatement order requir¬ 
ing the bird be kept quite until 
7.30am each day.

Call for 

better 

checks 


THE daughter of one 
of the five dementia 
patients who died at 
the Parkside Nursing 
Home following serious 
neglect has called for 
every inspection to be 
unannounced to stop a 
repeat of the tragedy. 

Last week the Government 
confirmed better care home 
staff training and stricter 
care home checks are now 
taking place as a result of the 
deaths at the St Matthew’s Pa¬ 
rade home in 2009, which led 
to a Serious Case Review. 

But Marie Robinson, whose 
mum, 83-year-old ex-Women’s 
Auxiliary Airforce member 
Doreen Sheridan, was one of 
the victims of the serious ne¬ 
glect, said a more important 
change would be a move to¬ 


wards entirely unannounced 
visits by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) watchdog 
that would show nursing 
homes as they usually are. 

Mrs Robinson of Hunsbury 
Hill, Northampton, said: “I 
just can’t see the point of giv¬ 
ing then time to dress people 
up and generally prepare what 
the inspector will see. 

“Unplanned visits are the 
only way you will get to see 
what really goes on.” 

Mrs Sheridan, who had se¬ 
vere Alzheimer’s disease, died 
on August 4, 2009, having been 
urgently moved from Park- 
side House where it was found 
she had been suffering severe 
pressure sores. 

The cause of death was giv¬ 
en as in part bronchopneumo¬ 
nia and doctors told her fam¬ 
ily it was brought on by a lack 
of mobility.

10.45pm and the second on Satur¬ 
day, July 9 at around 5.15pm. 

Northamptonshire Police 
said it was working closely with 
Northamptonshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service’s Arson Task Force to 
tackle the issue.

getting a kick out of this. 

“Our concern is that the fire 
could get bigger and bigger and 
the people on the top floors won’t 


know what’s going on until it’s 
too late and they can’t escape.” 

But he added that residents in 
the block - and all high-rise build¬ 
ings - needed to take responsibil¬ 
ity for putting rubbish away cor¬ 
rectly and not create a tempting 
situation for arsonists. 

A Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil Spokesman said: “We under¬ 
stand this can be distressing for 
the residents in St Katherine’s 
Court, and we are working with 
Northamptonshire Police and do¬ 
ing everything we can to resolve 
this. 

“We have arranged for the area 
to be cleaned and re-decorated. 
In the meantime, we are writing 
to all residents and conducting 
home visits to remind occupants 
of their responsibility in putting 
rubbish into a secure and locked 
bin store.”

NEW houses could soon be built 
on the site of a former North¬ 
ampton pub. 

The Double Four in Ringway, Briar 
Hill was demolished after the pub was de¬ 
clared “no longer economically viable”. 

Bedfordshire-based developer, Parrott, 
has now revealed plans to build 16 new 
homes on the site. 

In documents which were submitted 
to Northampton Borough Council this 
week, the firm said: “The design of the 
proposed houses would result in an im¬ 
provement on the character and appear¬ 
ance of the area compared to the former 
public house.” 

The firm was granted planning per¬ 
mission in November last year to build 
13 houses on the site. 

The homes would have been made 
available to tenants through a housing as¬ 
sociation, but the firm said that “the lack 
of availability of Government grants led 
to the housing association which was in¬ 
tending to purchase the units from the 
applicant withdrawing its offer”. 

Parrot is now in talks with another 
housing association and said that if it 
was granted planning permission to de¬ 
velop the former pub site, all of the new 
homes would be affordable housing. 

The firm has also said the develop¬ 
ment site’s close proximity to a railway 
line would not be a problem for people 
who would move into the houses. 

They said: “There is a railway line to

the east of the site. However this is the 
Northampton loop which is not heavily 
used by trains.” 

Before it was demolished, the pub was 
put on the market in October 2008. After 
failing to sell, it was put up for auction in 
2009, but did not reach its asking price.

New shops 
for village

A NEW village on the out¬ 
skirts of Northampton 
could soon get a pub and 
shops, years after building 
work started on the site. 

Plans have been submitted to 
the West Northamptonshire De¬ 
velopment Corporation (WNDC) 
to build a pub, nursery, shops, res¬ 
taurant and old people’s home in 
Upton. 

The development, which would 
face onto Weedon Road, has been 
welcomed by Upton residents, 
who currently have to drive either 
to Sixfields or to a nearby petrol 
station to do their shopping. 

Upton Parish Council mem¬ 
ber, Alan Bottwood, said: “Upton 
doesn’t really have any facilities 
like this at the moment, so this is 
very welcomed. 

“A lot of people have lived in 
the village for quite a few years 
now and they’ve grown quite frus¬ 
trated at not having any shops, 
so hopefully this will solve that 
problem.” 

As well as the shops and pub 
in the latest plan, the develop¬ 
ment would also include 324 new 
homes, completing the Upton de¬ 
velopment. 

Doncaster-based developers, 
Keepmoat Homes, have said the 
new shops in the scheme would 
not harm Northampton town cen¬ 
tre because of their distance from 
the town. 


They said: “It is not considered 
that a small number of retail 
units, a convenience store and a 
cafe or restaurant in this location 
will impact on the convenience 
retail offer in the town centre or 
those in Sixfields or St James, as 
they serve different markets. 

“Sixfields serves regional shop¬ 
pers and St James serves local 
market demand in the St James 
and Victoria Park communities.” 

The nursery in the new devel¬ 
opment would be for 70 children. 

The pub would cover 5,400-sq ft 


while the cafe or restaurant and 
convenience store would both 
cover about 4,800-sq ft each. 

The new shops on the site 
would cover a combined area of 
8,700-sq ft. 

The land along Weedon Road 
where the development is planned 
for is currently owned by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Homes and Communi¬ 
ties Agency 

The village of Upton was de¬ 
signed with personal input from 
Prince Charles. 

It is now estimated that about 
3,000 people live in the village. 

The WNDC’s planning commit¬ 
tee for Northampton is expected 
to make a decision on whether or 
not the development can go ahead 
later in the year.

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Protection plan 


A NEW Neighbourhood Plan which 
would force developers to properly 
consult with villagers is being drawn 
up in Brixworth. 

The power for local councils to com¬ 
pile the plans has come from the Local¬ 
ism Bill, which is due to become law 
this year and residents are seeking to 
take advantage of the new legislation 
to protect the village. 

Mike Lacey, chairman of Brixworth 
Parish Council, who is leading the 
Brixworth Neighbourhood Plan Work¬ 
ing Group, said: “We have so far agreed 
that the plan should be based on the 
existing Village Design Statement. 

“At its first meeting the group dis¬ 


cussed how it might protect the vil¬ 
lage community from creeping ur¬ 
banisation and ensure that green 
spaces around the village boundaries 
are maintained.” 

Mr Lacey said the group was aware 
there was a requirement for 930 hous¬ 
es to be built in the Daventry rural 
area by 2026. 

It will now seek to work out what 
the requirement for Brixworth might 
be. 

Mr Lacey said: “The Localism Bill, 
expected to become law at the end of 
this year, will give communities such 
as ours far greater powers to create 
the kind of community we want.”

R ECALLING the cliffhanger TV 
series of the 1950s, Captain 
America: The First Avenger 
establishes the origins of one of the 
most popular superheroes from the 
Marvel Comics stable. 

Admittedly, director Joe Johnston has 
an arsenal of state-of-the-art digital 
effects at his disposal to spruce up the 
old-fashioned ideals in Christopher 
Markus and Stephen McFeely’s script. 
However, there’s something rather 
charming about the underlying themes 
of self-sacrifice and valour, and a 
chaste romantic sub-plot between the 
strapping hero and his feisty dame 
that never strays beyond a kiss. 

Only the sadistic killing spree of the 
central villain - a power-hungry Nazi 
officer with a burned-off face - war¬ 
rants the 12A certificate that makes 
Johnston’s film unsuitable for very 
young audiences. 

Captain America opens in the present 
day with the discovery of the wreck¬ 
age of a gargantuan craft then flashes 
back to 1942 Norway. 

Diabolical German officer Johann 
Schmidt (Hugo Weaving) steals a 
Cosmic Cube belonging to Odin and 
charges mad scientist Dr Arnim Zola 
(Toby Jones) with harnessing the 
Cube’s power as part of his plans for 
world domination. 

Meanwhile in America, German 
defector Dr Abraham Erskine (Stanley 


Tucci) is spearheading a secret pro¬ 
gramme to create the ultimate soldier. 
He chooses asthmatic weakling Steve 
Rogers (Chris Evans) as the perfect 
candidate for the treatment. 

Captain America: The First Avenger 
is an entertaining introduction to 
the iconic characters, using digital 
trickery to impose Evans’s head on a 
scrawny body before his metamorpho¬ 
sis. 

Atwell makes her entrance by punch¬ 
ing an insubordinate soldier in the 
face and she embraces her role as the 


gutsy love interest with fervour, spark¬ 
ing smouldering screen chemistry 
with Evans. 

Captain America Will Return prom¬ 
ises a title card at the end of the film 
in place of the additional scene we 
have come to expect from comic book 
adaptations. 

Indeed he will, alongside Iron Man, 
Thor and Hulk in the big-budget film 
version of The Avengers, which will be 
smashing and crashing into cinemas 
in summer 2012. The countdown to tag- 
team superheroes begins.

“Twenty20 is all about momentum, 
you see teams winning a few games on 
the bounce and we lost momentum in 
that. 

“There’s maybe a bit of a hangover 
from the Twenty20 stuff but hope¬ 
fully we can get back on track with 
the Championship stuff when we go 
to Swansea. 

“Everybody has bad days at the 
office, we’ve had a bad two days, so 
hopefully we can get back on track 
and play some good cricket.” 

Next up with the white ball is a 
trip to divisional leaders Surrey next 
Wednesday and Lucas wants to travel 
to London with a confidence-boosting 
Championship win in the bag. 

He added: “That’s a big game and 
hopefully we can go there and turn 
them over. 

“We’ve just had a blip over the past 
two games so we want to go to The 
Oval after a win at Glamorgan, smiles 
on faces, confidence is back, and get 
a win under our belts, that would be 
nice.”
